We have turn­ 
ed aside into the g rove of cottonwoods 
as much for shelter as to prepare and 
eat the noonday meal. 
'Hiere are one 
—three—five—seven —ten—trees, cov­ 
ering a space of a quarter of an acre. 
Here a spring bubbles up from a strata 
of sand and g ravel, and so many thous­ 
and animals have cotae here to slake 
their thirst that th* earth is bare of 
g rass for the space of two acres. 
Not 
exa tly bare, but cropped off so short 
and trodden under foot so often that it 
is only a thin carpet to cover the soil. 
The paths radiating away throug h the 
dry and waving g rass are like the 
■pokes of wheels. 
Ah! but water touches the spot on a 
day like this when one lias been in tho 
saddle since sunrise! 
Each map of us 
say s so by word of mouth, and each 
horse say s so in his look of relief after 
thirst has been quenched. 
Whisky ! 
Brandy ! 
Champag ne! 
They 
would 
have been flung aside with a feeling of 
disg ust. 
• 
miles to 
•” 
There him no sig n boards on tho 
prairie. 
Turn which way y ou will and 
tho horizon docends to the waving 
g rass. 
Wo arc drifting on a vast in­ 
land sea—a sea of earth and g rass, and 
dy ing flowers—both g rass an** flowers 
y ielding up their liven to the long 
weeks of dry , hot weather. 
One mav 
have company and comforts, and he 
may be certain that if he holds true to 
the compass he will come out safely , 
but y et the feeling steals over him at 
intervals that ho is loet—driven here 
and there by the wind, and wave, and 
current 
•What ails that horse? ” 
We all spring up to see one of the 
saddlehorses—a veteran in y ears and 
experience—standing with his head 
hig h in the air and pointed due west 
While he looks as fixedly as if his ey es 
had lost their power to turn, his nos­ 
trils quiver and dilate with excitement. 
We watch him for a full minute. 
He 
is the first Vt e .hibit alarm but now 
one horse %/Ur another throws up his 
bead and looks to the west 
••It’s fir«*, bo. s!” 
Had it been nig ht we should have 
seen the reflection. 
Had there been a 
strong wind the odor would have come 
to us sooner. 
There v,us only a g en­ 
tle breeze—lang uishing , dy ing under 
tho fierce sun. but resurrected and g iv­ 
en a new lea*e of life at intervals by 
an unknown power. 
But now we can 
see the smoke driving heavenward and 
shutting the blue of the west from our 
view—now the horses show such sig ns 
that no man could mistake. 
A g reat 
wail of fame fifty miles in leng th is 
rolling toward us, fanned and driven 
by a breeze of its own creation, but 
coming slowly and g randly . 
It takes 
me only two or three minute» to climb 
to the top of one of the tree« and from 
my elevated position I can g et a g rand 
view of the wave of fire which is driv­ 
ing before it every thing that lives and 
can move. 
We work fast. 
Blankets are wet at 
the spring and hung up between the 
tre~s to make a bulwark ag ainst sparks 
and smoke, the horses doubly secured, 
camp equipag e oiled up and covered, 
and before we are throug h wo have 
visitors. 
Ten or twelve buffaloes come 
thundering up, pass the g rove, 
h^lt 
and return to its shelter, crowding as 
close to the horses as they can and 
showing no fear at our presence. Next 
come three or four antelopes, 
their 
brig ht eves bulg ing out with fear and 
their nostrils blowing out the heavy 
odor with 
short snorts. 
One rubs 
ag ainst me ank licks my hand as I rub 
her nose. 
Yelp! Yelp: Here are a half a dozen 
wolves, who crowd among the buffa­ 
loes and tremble with terror, 
and a 
score of serpents race over the open 
g round to seek the wv.t ditch which 
carries off tho overflow of the spring . 
Last to come, and only one mile ahead 
of the wavo which is Licking up every ­ 
thing in its path, is a mustang —a sin­ 
g le animal—which has somehow been 
separated from his herd. 
He comes 
from the north, 
racing to reach the 
g rove before the fire shall cut him off. 
and he runs for his ii/e. 
With ears 
laid back, nose pointing , and his ey es 
fixed on the g oai. his puce is that of a 
thunderbolt. 
He leaps » quaro over 
one pile of camp outfit and g oes tea 
rods bey ond before he can check hiin- 
s« ilf. 
Then he comes trotting back, 
and crowds between two of our horses 
with a low whinny . 
There is a roar like Niag ara. 
The 
smoke drives over us in a [» ail like 
midnig ht. 
The air seems to be one 
shoot of flatae,

From Finland come« th e new« th a t 
th e czar is preparing to abolish th e 
|iberti<w of th a t country, wh ere for 
80 yean* th « spectacle h as iieen pre­ 
sented of a free state, subject to th e 
m ost despotic power in th e civilized 
world. It wn« in 1809 th a t th e first 
Alexander gave a solemn pledge th at 
h e would respect th e constitution of 
Finland, th en newly subject to Kus- 
sia. So far th e pledge h a« been kept- 
alth ough a sim ilar promise made to 
Poland was violated. He appoints 
for lile th e member« of tiie senate, or 
upper h ouse, wh ose duties are th ose 
ot a h igh court of justice and un ad­ 
m inistrative council, legislative au­ 
th ority being vested io th e diet, an 
elective body, in wh ich all classes of 
th e population are represented, and 
wh ich is called togeth er every five 
year« . 
It i« th e existence ofth is par­ 
liament th a t excites th ejeulousy and 
anim osity ofth e ruling powers of 
Russia. Th e Russian people h avebe- 
fore th em th e remarkable example of 
a conquered province enjoying a con­ 
stitution'll government, wh ile th ey 
th emselves are a b s ol u t e l y denied any 
voice in th eir own affairs. Th e be­ 
lief is now prevalent in Finland th a t 
th e pledge of Alexander 
is soou 
to be broken, and th e liberties of th is 
country ground under th e common 
Russian despotism. So « trong is th e 
belief th at th ousands are emigrating.

ScQ&tor Washburn's Views. 


Washington, April 17.—[Special.]— 
Senator Washington said to a press 
representative last evening that the 
tariff bill reported by Maj. McKinley 
this afternoon is in the line of policy 
that he has favored, and worked for, 
in season and out of season, with mem­ 
bers and senators since he took his 
seat in the senate, and long before. 
He looks upon the step towards free 
sugar as the most important that 
could have been taken by the republi­ 
can party, because had it not been 
taken our leaders would be justly ac­ 
cused of catering to the interests of a 
few manufacturers as against the 
interests of thousands of farmers in 
different sections of the country, who 
if the measure becomes a law can turn 
their attention to what may under the 
2 per cent, pound bounty become one 
of the most profitable industries ex­ 
tant. “The sugar beet,” he says* “can 
be raised in almost any of the West­ 
ern and Northwestern states, but after 
a careful study of the subject gained 
by observations 
in Bohemia and 
Austria, I am satisfied that the climate 
and soil of Minnesota are better 
adapted to their profitable production 
than those of any other state in tho 
Union. 
I am sending 
out seed, 
through the agricultural department, 
to over IOO farmers in that state for 
experimental purposes with a view of 
ascertaining what localities are best 
adapted to its cultivation.”

It Is high noon of an August day.

ed aside into the grove of cottonwoods 
as much for shelter as to prepare and 
eat the noonday meal. 
There arc one 
—three—five—seven —ten—trees, cov­ 
ering a space of a quarter of an acre. 
Here a spring bubbles up from a strata 
of sand and gravel, and so many thous­ 
and animals have come here to slake 
their thirst that the earth is bare of 
grass for the space of two acres. 
Not 
exactly bare, but cropped off so short 
and trodden under foot so often that it 
is only a thin carpet to cover the soil. 
The paths radiating away through the 
dry and waving grass are like the 
•pokes of wheels. 
1 Ah! but water touches the spot on a 
day Uke this when one lias been in tho 
saddle since sunrise! 
Each man of us 
says so by word of mouth, and each 
horse says so in his look of relief after 
thirst has been quenched. 
Whisky! 
Brandy! 
Champagne! 
They 
would 
have been Hung aside with a feeling of 
disgust 
* 
miles to----- 
There nro no sign boards on tho 
prairie. 
Turn which way you wiU and 
the horizon defends to the waving 
grass. 
We are drifting on a vast in­ 
land sea—a sea of earth and grass, and 
dying flow ©ii*— both grass an** flowers 
yielding up their lives to the long 
weeks of dry, hot weather. 
One mav 
have company and comforts, and he 
may be certain that if be holds true to 
the compass he will come out safely, 
but yet the feeUng steals over him at 
intervals that ho is lost—driven here 
and there by the wind, and wave, and 
current. 
‘•What ails that horse?” 
W eall spring up to see one of tho 
saddlehorses—a veteran in years and 
experience—standing with his head 
high lo tho iiir and pointed due west. 
While he looks as fixedly as if his eyes 
had lost their power to turn, his nos­ 
trils quiver and dilate with excitement. 
We watch bim for a full minute. 
He 
Is the first to exhibit alarm but now 
one horse aftor another throws up his 
head ani looks to the west 
“It’s ll re. boys!” 
Had it been night we should have 
seen the reflection. 
Had there been a 
strong wind the odor would have come 
to us sooner. 
There wa* only a gen­ 
tle breeze—languishing, dying under 
tho fierce sun, but resurrected and giv­ 
en a new leA>e of life at intervals by 
an unknown power. 
But now we can 
see the smoke driving heavenward and 
shutting the blue of the west from our 
view—now the horses show such signs 
that no man could mistake. 
A great 
wall of flame fifty miles in length is 
rolling toward us, fanned and driven 
by a breeze of its own creation, but 
coming slo w ly and grandly. 
It takes 
mo only two or three minute*; to climb 
to the top of one of the trees, and from 
my elevated position I can get a grand 
view of the wave of fire which is driv­ 
ing before it everything that lives and 
can move. 
We work fast. 
Blankets are wet at 
the spring aud hung up between the 
trees to make a bulwark against sparks 
and smoke, the horses doubly secured, 
camp equipage oiled up and covered, 
and before we are through we have 
visitors. 
Ten cr twelve buffaloes come 
thundering up, pass the grove, 
h^tlt 
and return to it* shelter, crowding as 
close to the horses as they can and 
showing no fear at our presence. Next 
come three or four antelopes, 
their 
bright eyes bulging out with fear and 
their nostrils blowing out the heavy 
odor with 
short snorts. 
One rubs 
against me auk licks my hand as I nib 
her nose. 
Yelp! Yelp: Here are a half a do7.en 
wolves, who crowd among tile buffa­ 
loes and tremble with terror, 
and a 
score of serpents race over the open 
ground to seek the wet ditch which 
carries off the overflow of the spring. 
Last to cpme, and only one mile ahead 
of the wavo which Is licking up every­ 
thing in its path, is a mustang—a sin­ 
gle animal—which has somehow been 
separated from his herd. 
He comes 
from the north, 
racing to reach the 
grove before tho fire shall cut him off, 
and he runs for his life. 
With ears 
laid back, nose pointing, and his eyes 
fixed on the goal, his puce is that of a 
thunderbolt 
He leaps squaro over 
one pile of camp outfit and goes ten 
rods beyond before he can check him­ 
self. 
Then he comes trotting back, 
and crowds between two of our horses 
with a low whinny.

Thus for Avo min­ 
utes, and then relief comes. 
The 
flame has passed and the smoke is 
driving away. 
In their path is a cool 
breeze, every whiff of which is a grand 
elixir. 
In ten minutes the grove is bo. clear 
pf smoke that we can see every foot of 
the earth again. 
A queer sight it is. 
It has been the haven of refuge for 
fnakos. lizards, gophers, prairie dogs, 
rabbits, 
coyotes, 
wolves, 
antelopes, 
deer, buffaloes, horses, and men—en­ 
mity, antipathy, and hunger -:i p 
ed for the nonce that all migh! I e — 
that each might escape the ! *■, 
n 
pursuit. 
For half an hour nothiug moves. 
Then the mustang flings up hi- head, 
blows the last of the smoke out of his 
nostrils, and starts off with a flourish 
of his heels. 
The buffaloes go next, 
the deer and antelope follow, and in 
five minutes we are left alone. 
For fifty miles to the north, west 
and south there is nothing but black* 
ness—a landscape of despair. 
Away 
to the east the wall of fire is still mov­ 
ing on and on—implacable, relentless 
—a fiend whose harvest is death and 
whose trail is desolation.

—Tbe senate to-day parsed a bill whic-h 
will, if it becomes a law, m ake a num ber 
of the Nortwestern states richer by several 
iiu q jrcd thousand dollars each. 
It pro­ 
vides that thp act which settled certain ac­ 
count* between the V nited States and Mis­ 
sissippi 
shall 
be 
m ade applicable to 
the States of M innesota, Oregon, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Nevada, Colorado, North ami 
South Dakota. M ontana and W ashington. 
Thin act gave the State of Mississippi 5 per 
cent of the proceeds of all present and 
form er Indian reservations as if sold at 
$1.25 per acre. 
The effect o f the act is to 
nut Indian reservations in the sam e class a* 
“ public” land*, so far as this 5 per cent do­ 
nation is concerned. U nder the term s of 
this act M innesota will derive from tlie 
Chippewa lands alone $175,000 on the basi» 
ot 2,890.000 acres in th a t reservation. 
As it 
now stands there are other lands which 
have form erly been In d ian reservations 
which w ill swell the am ount to some­ 
w hat larger figures. 
The acts directs the 
com m issioner of the general land office to 
state an account between the several slatea 
and the U nited States and certify it to the 
secretary of th e treasury tor settlem ent. lie 
is to pay it directly from the unappro­ 
priated money®, ratlm t than from the actual 
proceeds of the sale of the lands, for by the 
term® of the act* under which the Indians 
cede their lands to th® governm ent tlie en­ 
tire proceeds are to be held by the govern­ 
m ent in trust for the Indians and could not 
be available for donations to the state.

Such bargain makers are

them so hard, they can never recover them- | 
pelves. 
While all positions in life have pow- j 
erftii le-pctments to evil, there are sjet ifc 
forms of nil 11 rement which are peculiar to ! 
each occupation and pro'ession, ami it will 
l»e useful to speak ol the peculiar tem ptations j 
of business men. 
First, us in the scene o 'th e text, business 
: men aieo'ten tom ptei to sacrifice plain truth, j 
I the seller by exaggerating the value of goods, ; 
and the buyer by depreciating them. 
We 
I cannot but admire an expert salesman. Soe 
j how heflret induresthecustom eriuto a mood 
i favorable to the proper consideration of the 
value of th>-goods. 
He shows himself to Ik* 
an honest and frank safes man. 
How care- j 
fully the lights ore arranged till they fall just 
right n bo ve the fabric! Beginning with goods 
ot medium quality, he gradually advances 
toward those of more thorough make, nud 
of more attrac tive pattern. 
How lie wat. hss 
the moods and whims of hiscustoraer! 
With 
what perfect calmness betakes the order, 
and bows the purchaser from his presc n« e. 
who goc-suwny having made up his mind 
th a t lie ha* bought the goods u t u pri>*e 
which 
will 
allow 
him 
a 
living 
margin 
when 
he 
again 
sells 
them. 
Tlie goods were worth what the snh-sman 
sulci they were, ami were sold a t u price 
which will not make it necessary for the 
house to fail every 10 years m order to fix up 
things. 
But with what burning indignation we 
think of the iniquitous strategerus by which 
goods are sometimes disposed o'. A glance 
at the morning papers shows the arrival at 
one of oar hotels of a young m erchant from 
one of the inland cities, und, ot course, lie 
m ust he shown around, ami it will be the 
duty of some of our enterprising houses to 
escort him 
He is a lurge purchaser nnd 
has plenty o' time and money, and it will 
pay to is- very attentive. 
The evening is 
spent n t a place of doubtful amusement. 
Then they go buck to the hotel. H aviugjust 
come to town, they must, of course drink. 
A friend rom the same mercantile establish 
ment drops in. ami usage nnd generosity sug­ 
gest th at they must drink. 
Business pio* 
peets are talked over, and the stranger is w arn- 
ed against certain dilapidated mercantile es­ 
tablishm ents th a t are about to fail, and for 
such kindness nnd magnanim ity of caution 
ngainet the dishonesty of other business 
houses, of eour.-eit i*ex| eeted they will—ami 
so they do—they take a drink. Other mer­ 
chants lodging in adjoining rooms find it 
hard to sleep for theelatter of decanters, und 
the coarse carousal of these "hail fellows well 
m et” waxes louder. 
But they sit not all 
night at the wine cup. They must see the 
sights. They stagger forth with cheeks flush­ 
ed and eyes bloodshot. The outer gates of 
hell open to let in the victims. The wings of 
lost souls flit among the lights, und the steps 
ofthe corousers sound with the rumbling 
thunders of the damned. 
Farewell to nil 
the sanctities of home! Could mother, sister, 
father, slumls-ring in the inland home, in 
some vision of th at night catch a glimpse of 
the ruin wrought they would rend out their 
hair bv the roots and bite the tongue ti l the 
blood spurted, shrieking out: "God 
save 
him!” 
W hat, suppose you w ill come upon such 
business establishments? and there are hun­ 
dreds of t hem in the cities. They may boast 
of fabulous sales, and they may have an un­ 
precedented run of buyers, and the name of 
the house may be a terror to all rivals, Rnd 
from this thrifty root there may spring up 
branch houses in other cities, und all the 
partner* of the firm may move into their 
mansions and drive their full-blooded span, 
and the families may sweep the street with 
the most elegant apparel th a t human a rt 
ever wove, or earthly magnificence ever I 
achieved. 
But a curse is gathering some 
w here for those men, nnd if it does not seize 
hold ofthe pillars and in one wild ruin bring 
down the temple of commercial glory, it will 
break up their peace, and they will tremble 
with sicknesses and blout with dissipations, 
nnd, pushed to the precipice of this life, they 
will try to hold back, und cry for help, but 
no help will come; and they will clutch their 
gold to take along with them, but it will be 
snatched from their grasp, nnd 
runners 
and 
draymen 
und 
bookkeepers 
who 
saw behind 
the 
scenes, 
will hear testi­ 
mony to their nefarious deeds, and some vir­ 
tuous soul th a t once stood ughust a t the 
splendor and power of these business men 
will say: “ Alas! this is nil th a t is le.'t of th a t 
great firm th a t occupied a block with their 
merchandise and overshadowed the city with 
their influence, and made righteousness and 
tru th und purity fall under the galling fire of 
avarice and crime.” 
While we admire and approve of all acute­ 
ness and tact in the sale of goods, we must 
condemn any process by which a fabric or 
product is represented as oossessing a value 
which it really does not have. Nothing but 
sheer falsehood can represent ns perfection 
hoots th at rip, silks th a t speedily lose their 
lustre, calicoes that, immediately wash out, 
stoves th a t crack under the first hot fire, 
books insufficiently bound, carpets th a t un­ 
ravel, old furniture rejuvenated with putty 
und glue, and sold us having been iecently 
manufactured, gold watches made out of 
brass, barrels of fruit, the biggest apples on 
the top, wine adulterated with strychnine, 
hosiery poorly woven, cloth of domestic 
manufacture shining with foreign labels, im­ 
ported goods represented as rare and hard 
t o get, because foreign exchange is so high, 
rolled out on the counter with matchless dis­ 
play. Im ported indeed! but from the factory 
in the next street. A pattern alreadv un­ 
fashionable and unsalable palmed off as a 
new print upon some country merchant who 
has come to town to make his first purchase 
of dry goods and going home with a large 
stock of goods w arranted to keep. 
Again, business men are often tempted to 
make thehabits and customs ofother traders 
their law of rectitude. There are commer­ 
cial usages which will not stand the test of 
the last day. Yet men in business are apt 
to do as their neighbors do. 
If the m ajority 
of the traders in any locality are lux in prin­ 
ciple, thecomraercial codein th at community 
will be spurious and dishonest. It is a hard 
thing to stand close to the law of right 
when 
your 
next-door 
neighbor by hie 
looseness of dealing is enabled to sell goods 
a t a cheaper rate and decoy your customers. 
Of course you who prom ptly meet all your 
business engagements, paying 
when you 
promise to pay, will flud It hard to compete 
with th a t merehunt who is hopelessly iu 
debt to the im porter for the good.spurchused, 


and to the landlord whose store he occupies, 
and to the clerks who serve him. 
There are a hundred practices prevalent in 
the world of traffic which ought never to be 
come the rule for honest men. Their wrong 
doesuot m akeyour right. Sin never becomes 
a v iitn e h y being multiplied and admitted 
a t brokers' board or merchants’ exchange. 
Because others smuggle a few things in 
passenger trunks, because others take usury 
when men are in tight places, because others 
deni in fancy stocks, because others [>nlm 
off worthless indorsements, because others 
do nothing but blow bubbles, do not. there 
fore, be overcome by tem ptation. 
Hollow 
pretension nnd ficticious credit, nnd com­ 
mercial gambling may nwhile prosper, hut 
the day of reckoning cometb, and in ad­ 
dition to the horror and condemnation of 
outraged communities, the curse of God 
will come, blow niter blow. God’s will for­ 
ever nnd forever is the only standard of 
right nnd wrong, and not commercial et hics. 
Y oung business man, avoid the first busi­ 
ness dishonor, nnd you will avoid all the 
rest. The captain o! a vessel wus walking 
neur the mouth of a river when the tide w as 
low. and there was a long, stout atrciirtr 
chain, into cneof the links of w hich h's loot 
slipped, nud it l>egan to swell and he could 
not withdraw it. 
The tide began to rise 
The chain could not be loosened nor filed off 
in time, and a surgeon was called to am pu­ 
ta te the limb, but before the work could he 
done the tide rolled over the victim and his 
life was gone.

It was in 1809 that the first 
Alexander gave a solemn pledge that 
he would respect the constitution of 
Finland, then newly subject to Rus­ 
sia. So far the pledge has been kept- 
although a similar promise made to 
Poland was violated. He appoints 
for life the members of tlie senate, or 
upper house, whose duties ure those 
of a high court of justice and an ad­ 
ministrative council, legislative au­ 
thority being vested iu the diet, an 
elective body, in which all classes of 
the population are represented, and 
which is called together every five 
years. 
It is the existence ofthis par­ 
liament that excites the jealousy anti 
animosity of the ruling powers of 
Russia. The Russian jteople Imvebe- 
fore them the remarkuble example of 
a conquered province enjoying a con­ 
stitution'll government, while they 
themselves are absolutely denied any 
voice in their own affairs. The be­ 
lief is now prevalent in Finland that 
the pledge of Alexander 
is soon 
to be broken, and the lilierties of this 
country ground under the common 
Russian despotism. 80 strong is the 
belief that thousands are emigrating.

Finland’^ Liberties. 
From Finland comes the news th a t 
the czar is preparing to abolish the 
liberties of th a t country, where for 
80 years Hie spectacle has been pre­ 
sented of a free state, subject to the 
m ost despotic power in the civilized 
world. It was in 1809 th a t the first 
Alexander gave a solemn pledge th a t 
he would respect the constitution of 
Finland, then newly subject to Rus­ 
sia. So far the pledge has been kept- 
a lthough a sim ilar promise made to 
Poland was violated. Ile appoints 
for lite the members of the senate, or 
upper house, whose duties are those 
of a high court of justice and an ad­ 
m inistrative council, legislative au­ 
thority being vested in the diet, an 
elective body, in which all classes of 
the population are represented, and 
which is called together every five 
years. It is the existence ofthis par­ 
liam ent th a t excites the jealousy and 
anim osity o fth e ruling powers of 
Russia. The Russian people have be­ 
fore them tt»e rem arkable example of 
a conquered province enjoying a con­ 
stitution'll government, while they 
themselves are absolutely denied any 
voice in their own affairs. The be­ 
lief is now prevalent in Finland th a t 
the pledge of Alexander 
is soon 
to be broken, and the liberties of this 
country ground under the common 
Russian despotism. So strong is the 
belief th a t thousands are emigrating.

brass, barrels of fruit, the b iggest apples on 
the top, wine adulterated with strychnine, 
hosiery poorly woven, cloth of dom estic 
m anufacture shining with foreign labels, im ­ 
ported good s represented as rare and hard 
to get, because foreign exchange is so high, 
rolled out on the counter with m atchless d is­ 
play. Im ported indeed! but from the factory 
in the next street. 
A pattern already un­ 
fashionable and unsalable palmed off os a 
new print upon som e country m erchant who 
has com e to tow n to m ake his first purchase 
of dry good s and goin g hom e with a large 
stock of good s w arranted to keep. 
Again, business men are often tem pted to 
m ake th eh ab its and custom s ofoth er traders 
their law o f rectitude. 
There are com m er­ 
cial usages which will n ot stan d th# te st of 
the la st day. 
Y’et men in business are ap t 
to do as their neighbors do. 
If the m ajority 
of the traders in any locality are lax in prin­ 
ciple, theeom iuercial codein th at com m unity 
will be spurious and dishonest. 
It is a bard 
thin g to stand close to the law of right 
when 
your 
next-door 
neighbor by 
his 
looseness of dealing is enabled to sell good s 
a t a cheaper rate and decoy you r custom ers. 
Of course you who prom ptly meet all your 
business engagem ents, paying 
when you 
prom ise to pay, will find it hard to com pete 
with th a t m erchant who is hopelessly in 
debt to tbs im porter for the good,#purchased,
